Paris. Monday, June 23.—The trans 


fer of 60.000 to 70.000 Czechoslovak 
troopn to their homes from Siberia IK 
now becoming a pressing problem for 
the entente. These soldiers, exhausted 
by years of fighting, arc eager to return 
to their newly-formpti republic, which 
needs their help against the Hungarian 
Bolnheviki, and have become so dissatis- 
fied and restless that their usefulness 
In Siberia ia believed to be at an end. 
Some of their regiments have become 
Infected with Bolshevism and a general 
spread of Red ideas is feared if the 
men; are kept from their home another 
'winter. 


An equal number of other foreign 
troops will be required to police the 
trans Siberia route from Omsk eastward 
if the Czechs are withdrawn. Thq proli 
1cm ot transporting the Czechs via Vlad 
^veetock and thence by sea to the Me 
diterranean ia a difficult one. It haa 
been suggested that they might be sent 
eastward over the trans-Siberian line 
and given an opportunity to fight their 
way through the Boltfhepiki in Russia 
cither by the Ekaterinburg-Petrograd 
•route, or by the way of Samara through 
Ukraine. 
Military experts ort allies' 
staffs are apparently considering the 
Czecho could cross Russia if provided 
with supplies and given permission to 
make their way westward to the home- 
land.

This schedule of rates was filed with The Public 


Utilities Commission of Ohio, June 1st, 1918, and ap- 
proved and made effective by that commission July 1, 
1918. These same rates were made governmental rates 
by Postmaster General Burleson, Feb. 21, 1919, and 
have been the rates charged from July 1, 1918, to the 
present time. Before July 1, 1918, the telephone rates 
were from 25 cents to $1.00 per month lower than the 
various rates above set forth. 


The city government of Newark has from time U? 


time undertaken to prevent this company from charging 
this small increase in the monthly rates for telephone 
service. Whether further attempts to restore pre-war 
telephone rates are to be made by the city as soon as, the 
government shall cease to control the rates, we are11 not 
advised, but we want the telephone users to know why, 
under present price conditions, such action if successful, 
would cripple the company financially; and eventually 
have a deteriorating effect upon the service to the com- 
munity. 
. 


In passing we call attention to the fact that increases 


in prices of many commodities and services are still being 
made, while this company finds it necessary only to re- 
tain the very moderate increase made by the government 
a year ago. 


Whether this company has a contract for rate lower • 


than now being charged is a legal question that we do not 
propose to decide in the newspapers; the courts are quite 
capable of deciding all legal questions. But whether the 
rates first charged by this company many years ago were 
adequate or not, they would not be now. It is common 
knowledge that the cost of everything that enters in to the 
production of telephone service, including taxes, but lor 
the most part excluding capital, is materially higher than 
it was for the years up to 1917.
